Killing of Wounded, Giving of No 


Quarter, Improper Use of Flag of 


Truce or the Enemy’s Uniforms and 


Unnecessary Destruction or Seizure 


of Property Prohibited. 


W ashington, March I T>. 
The senate 
spent an hour in executive session on 
the convention growing out of The 
Hague peace conference relating to 
\he conduct of war on laud and sen 
Mid finally ratified 
the 
agreem ent 
w ithout a division. 
The discussion 
turned entirely on th e conduct of the 
w ar in Hie Philippines and related 
especially to General F unston* cap 
tu re of Aguinaldo. 
Those who raised 
questions apropos of the discussion 
disclaim ed any intention to prevent 
favorable action. 
T he countries party to th e treaty 
are Germ any, A ustria. Belgium. Den 
m ark. Spain, the U nited States. Mex­ 
ico. France, G reat 
B ritain, Greece, 
Italy. Japan, Luxem berg, M ontenegro, 
N etherlands. Persia, 
Portugal, Kou 
m ania, Russia, Servia. Sweden 
and 
Norway, Turkey and Bulgaria. 
T he provisions of th e treaty are 
binding only on the contracting pow­ 
ers in case of war betw een two 01 
m ore of them and cease to be binding 
when a non-contracting power joins 
either of the belligerents. 
The moat 
im portant feature of the treaty, the 
contents of which have been goner 
ally known, is th at prohibiting the 
use of “dum -dum ” bullets. 
Among other things especially pro 
hlbited are: 
To employ 
poisoned 
arm s; to kill or wound treacherously 
individuals belonging to th e hostile 
nation or arm y; to kill or wound an 
enem y, who, having laid down arms, 
or having no longer m eans of defense, 
has surrendered at discretion; to de­ 
clare th at no quarter will be given; 
to employ arm s, projectiles, or m ate 
rial of a nature to cause superfluous 
injury; to m ake 
Im proper Use of a Flag of Truce, 
th e national flag or m ilitary ensigns 
and the enem y’s uniform , as well at* 
th e distinctive badges of th e Geneva 
convention; to destroy or seize th* 
enem y’s property, unless such desire* 
tion or seizure he Im peratively de 
m anded by the necessities of war. 
Ruses of w ar and the em ploym ent 
of m ethods necessary to obtain in 
form ation about the enem y ami th*- 
country are considered allowable. 
The trea ty provides as follows re­ 
garding spies. 
An 
individual 
can 
only lie considered a spy if acting 
clandestinely, or on false pretenses 
he obtains, or seeks to obtain, infor­ 
m ation in the zone of operations of a 
belligerent, with the intention of com 
m unicatlng it to th** 
hostile party. 
Thus, soldiers not in disguise who 
have penetrated Into the zofie of op 
erations of a hostile arm y to obtain 
J inform ation are not considered spies. 
Sim ilarly, the following are not con 
sidereal spies: 
Soldiers or civilians, 
carrying out. th eir 
m ission openly, 
charged w ith the delivery 
of dis 
patches destined for eith er th eir own 
arm y or for that of the enemy 
To 
th is class likew ise belong individuals 
sent in balloons to deliver dispatches 
and generally to m aintain com m union 
tion betw een th e various p arts of an 
arm y or a territory.
